Ifr.  Edgar  Fawcett,  the  historian 
of  pioneers  and  pioneering  remini 
scences,  and  one  of  the  oldest  of 
pioneers  of  Victoria  himself,  has 
been  summoned  to  his  rest.  There 
are  few  indeed,  if  any,  of  onr  citi- 
zens who  did  not  know  of  him,  and 
there  are  many  who  were  personally 
acquaintrd  with  him  and  enjf>yed  his 
close  friendship.  Mr.  Fawcett  for  a 
great  number  of  years  was  in 
honored  and  trusted  servant  of  the 
Dominion  Government  in  the  Cus- 
toms Department.  In  his  love  for  this 
city,  in  the  niannir  In  which  he 
treasured  up  the  mcrftory  of  all  hap- 
penings connected  with  its  growth 
and  development,  and  in  the  pride  he 
alwavs  t'>ok  in  recounting  the  exper- 
lencck  of  the  oMen  time,  the  late  Mr. 
Fawcett  was  a  trae  Victorian.  In  the 
early  days  he  took  a  lively  pun  in 
the  social  life  of  the  community. 
With  more  mature  years  his  private 

life  was  devoted  to  burnishing  up  Ins 
recollections  of  the  past,  lie  was  an 
author,  and  his  publication  entitled 
•■Reminiscences  of  '  )!<1  Victoria"  and 
his  memoirs  of  Bishop  Cridge  arc 
now  works  read  with  enjoyment  and 
often  consulted  for  reference.

The  very  name  and  the  cause  at 
stake  should  lead  to' a  ready  response 
in  today's  tag  day  for  the  Tuber- 
culous Veterans'  Association.  A  wel- 
fare Iragiic  for  invalid  tuberculous 
soldiers  was  first  formed  in  1918  at 
Tranquille.  In  1930  the  soldier 
patients  derided  to  launch  a 
Domiuiou-wide  campaign  of  educa- 
tion for  the  prevention  and  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis,  not  only  as  it 
affected  those  ^vho  had  seen  service, 
but  on  behalf  of  the  general  public 
as  well.  It  is  of  interest  to  recall 
that  the  first  local  outside  branch  of 
the  association  was  formed  here  in 
July,  1922,  and  since  then  branches 
have  sprung  up  in  all  Canadian 
centres  of  population.  The  associa- 
tion stands  strongly  behind  the  de- 
velopment of  clinics  in  each  city  of 
the  Dominion.  It  hopes  to  secure  the 
services  of  experts  for  public  lec- 
tures, and  expects  to  do  much  tu 
wards  stopping  the  prevalence  of 
tuberculosis  by  a  sane  exposition  of 
preventive  methods.  The  object  in  view 
is  a  rallying  cry  to  everyone  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  funds  6t  the  associatiott. 
1  oday's  tag  day  should  be  •  com- 
plete success.

announcement.  Many  actions  >-l 
American  p' diti<  i.iiis  have  resulted  in 
tcrious  cmbarrassiuciit  tu  Canadians. 
A  very  recent  action  of  American 
politicians  reM.Ii  -  i  in  complete  dislo- 
cation of  Canadian  trade  and  had  a 
more  than  embarrassing  effect  upon 
the  farming  industry  of  this  country. 
Canadian  farmers  were  obliged  to 
seek  new  maricets  for  many  of  thru 
products  brrau.^e  the  administration 
of  the  United  States  took  drastic 
fiscal  action  for  the  protection  of 
.American  agriculturists.  The  results 
ot  this  action  have  not  made  loi  tunes 
for  United.  States  farmers,  as  tha 
market  quotations  on  wheat  and 
other  products  prove,  but  the  point 
is  that  Congress  did  not  stop  to  con- 
sider the  possible  embarrnssniriit  of 
the  Canadian  farmer  when  it  adoptol 

its  extremely  protective  measures. 

•  •  • 

In  a  social  way  the  .\merican  peo- 
ple are  delightful,  as  neighbors  they 
are  all  tti.it  i.ml.I  br  desired,  as  visi- 
tors to  this,  country  iii  their  high- 
powered  cars  and  with  their  well- 
lined  pockctbooks  they  are  more  wel- 
come "than  the  flowers  in  May,"  but 
as  business  men  and  competitors  m 
industry  they  are  as  remorseless  as 
«timc.  They  have  erected  a  taritf  wall 
thst  is  as  difficult  to  scale  as  the 
Heights  of  Parnassus.  That  barrier  is 
designed  to  exclude  everything  that 
can  be  manufactured  in  the  United 
States  and  to  let  in  everything  that 
can  be  manufactured  and  sold  at  a 
profit  in  the  United  States  or  any 
where  else  in  the  worldL  

•  *  * 

That  is  the  system  Canadians  must 

ci 'titempUte,  refrain  from  criti<  i/inf?, 
and  overcome  if  they  can  so  far  as 
their  own  business  interests  are  con- 
cerned. They  have  stood  passively 
by  too  long  while  their  raw  material 
was  being  exploited  for  the  enrich 
ment  oj  a  foreign  country  and  a 
foreign  people.  If  the  United  Slates 
is  prevented  from  importing  our  pulp 
wood  it  will  be  compelled  t"  impr.rt 
the  finished  products  of  our  forests. 
Blandishments  are  being  exercised  in 
Ottawa  at  present,  but  if  these  are  in- 
effective other  measures  will  be 
taken,  unless  the  United  States  poli- 
tician has  changed  his  ways  and  has 
adopted  new  manners.  There  may 
be  threats  of  retaliation;  but  the 
policy  of  exclusion  has  been  carried 
to  such  a  point  that  Canada  may  he 
considered    practically  impregnable 

against  any  furthot  assaults.

The  situation  is  interesting  from  a 
C'anadian  point  of  view  because  of 
the  fact  that  it  is  the  first  time  there 
has  been  an  admission  from  Was|i- 
ington  that  there  was  any  power  in 
Canada  that  could  embsrass  the 
United  States.  Our  neighbors  arc 
willing*  to  sell  us  many  things;  they 
are  willing  to  buy  from  us  only  a 
few  selected  things,  chiefly  in  the 
form  of  raw  material  W  e  arc  buy- 
ing annually  from  them  vastly  more 
than  we  are  selling  to  them;  and  yet 
the  balan.  e  never  inclines  sufficiently 
to  their  side  to  give  complete  satis- 
faction   Their  constant  endeavor  is 

to  increase  this  balance.

The  situation  is  agRravatinR  he- 
cause  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  im- 
mediate prospect  of  the  Canadian 
Government  taking  the  action  that 
might  prove  embarrassing  to  the 
Government  at  Washington  and  the 
people  of  the  United  States  A  Rnyal 
Commission  is  going  to  be  appointed 
at  Ottawa  to  look  into  the  whole 
situation  and  report  upon  it.  Kvery- 
body  knows'what  follows  the  ap- 
pointment of  Royal  Commission  to 
look  into  anything.  Such  a  b.-Iy  is 
slow  and  sleepy  in  action;  it  travels 
all  over  the  country,  accumulating  an 
expense  account  and  drawing  a  hand 
some  salary.  It  v.dl  sit  long,  ponder 
longer,  and  probably  in  the  end  turn 
in  an  ambiguous  report  containing 
nothing  that  is  not  alrtedy  well 
known.

In  the  meantime  Canadian  forests, 
not  only  of  pulp  wood,  but  of  fir  and 
other  woods,  are  being  exploited  for 
the  benefit  chiefly  of  the  manufac- 
turers of  tke  United  States.  A  city 
of  ample  proportions  is  rising  already 
in  the  state  of  Washington,  and  it  is 
being  sustaineil  and  nourished 
largely  hy  the  products  of  British 
Columbia  forests.  If  the  conditions 
were  reversed,  if  Canada  were  the 
beneficiary  and  the  United  States  the 
placid  sheep  thst  was  being  swiftly 
shorn,  tkere  would  be  qafsk  and  cer 
tatal

The  drive,  or  what  we  golfers  all 
know  as  the  tee  shot,  la  «bout  fifty 
per  cent  of  golf  at  least.    One  may 

figure  that  a  putt  or  an  approach  is 
more  valuable,  but  If  one  should  hap- 
pen to  top  hl.i  dilve  into  a  trap  or 
bunker,  or  slice  to  the  tall,  uncut 
grass,  wliero  a  htroke  or  two  may  be 
w  isted  In  getting  out,  the  sinking  of 
I  !■  iig  putt — or  laying  an  approach 
dead  to  the  pin — will  hardly  be 
enough  to  get  a  half,  let  alone  win- 
ning the  hole. 

Ths  first  thing  in  golf  Is  to  get 
away  from  the  tee  properly  It  is  not 
lecessary  to  drive  a  ball  further  than 
your  opponent,  but  it  is  necessary 
to  hit  the  ball  well  down  the  course 
where  you  Will  have  position  If  iir)t 
extreme  length.  I  think  any  sensible 
golfer  would  rather  take  chances  on 
getting  the  drlvs  away  properly  than 
he  would  on  alnklng  his  putt.  A 
missed  drive  might  be  costly  Indeed, 
while  a  missed  putt  may  not  cmnr 
for  mor.'  t  li  111  o:  ■ 

<i<M«l  Drive  Iiisplri  s  «  uiidd.  tK  , 
Tlie  thrill  that  conies  in  Mi::.:  ,  ,i 
long  tee  shot  has  made  golf  the  pcpil- 
lar  game  that  It  is  today.  It  may  not 
be  advisable  to  spend  all  one's  time 
learning  the  wooden  olub  shots,  but 
a  certain  amount  of  attention  should 
be  paid  to  this  department  of  the 
game,  if  for  no  other  reason  than 
to  give  one  confidence.  A  good 
dilvp  usually  gives  one  reason  to 
think  that  the  next  shot  will  be  a 
'  'd  one  also,  and  a  good  shot  is 
more  likely  to  follow  than  If  one  hit 
a  poor  tee  ghot. 

The  fault  with  most  duffers  and 
beginners  Is  In  attempting  to  hit  the 
ball  too  hard.  A  well-timed  swing, 
with  the  force  applied  in  tho  proper 
manner,  producen  far  better  results 
than  If  one  sluKKed  the  hall  for  all 
he  was  worth  This  we  all  know  as 
•  pressing."  A  duffer  presses  with- 
out knowing  how  to  hit  the  ball 
properly.  For  Instance,  he  wilt 
either  swing  back  so  fast  that  all 
rhythm  is  lost,  or  he  will  throw  his 
tK>dy  Into  the  swing  before  the  club- 
head  has  connected  with  the  ball. 
These  two  faults  stop  many  an  am- 
bitious golfer  from  advancing  fir  in 
the  Kame.  To  succeed  one  must  loarn

Most  golfers  are  very  Impatient 
and  do  not  like  to  wait  for  the  club- 
head.  When  reminded  of  this  fault 
they  still  are  at  a  loss  to  know  how 

to  correct  it.  The  only  way  to  oht,iln 
any  results  thst  will  he  satisfactory 
is  to  hold  the  body  perfectly  still 
until  the  clubhead  Is  on  the  ball.  I 
start  the  club  back  with  the  left

Bwn  ftn  AaMraHn 

.Ml  V'nwcett  waa  a  pioneer  of  '49. 
He  waa  born  In  Sydney,  N,S.W.,  on 
?"ehruary  1.  1  847.  his  ancestry  on 
both  sides  being  of  Bngliah  stock. 
His  father,  the  late  Thomsk  Lea  Faw  - 
cett.  was  bom  in  Kidderminstfr,  Eng- 
land, and  during  his  adult  career 
there  was  a  carpet  manufacturer.  His 
mother  was  burn  In  Birmingham.  Mr. 
Fawcett,  sr.,  was  a  cousin  of  Sir 
Rowland  Hill,  faniuua  as  the  aponsor 
of  the  penny  poet. 

In  ISSt  the  family  emigrated  to 
Australln  and  rfmaln*d  th*r*  until 
IS49,  In  which  year  they  emigrated  to 
San  Francisco,  arriving  there  i©  Feb- 
ruory,  1  850,  Kdgar  Fawcett  was  then 
a  child  of  two.  The  vo\,iKr-  waj»  made 
on  the  ship  Victoria,  wlil.  h  w  in  after- 
wards  purchased  by  his  father  and 
sent  to  Alberni  or  Sooke  to  load  lum- 
ber for  England. 

Of  thoae  earlleet  days  of  Mr.  Faw- 
cett's  life  the  story  Is  beet  told  by 
Mr,  Fawcett  himself  In  hla  book, 
■  Kemlnlsceni  OH  of  Old  Victoria,'  a 
volcnio  of  some  300  pages  packed 
with  Interesting  lore  of  the  city's 
youth.  He  wrote  of  the  ship  Vic- 
toria: 

-  I'he  vessel  never  came  back,  hav- 
ing been  wrecked  somewhere  near 
where  all  tho  wrecks  ha\o  since 
taken  place,  on  the  West  ('oast  of 
Vancouver  island,  ."^ly  father  was 
ruined,  fur  Ihero  was  no  Inaurance. 
so  he  had  to  atart  life  anew.  He 
came  north  to  Victoria  in  ISSS.  where 
he  entered  into  bttalnees  until  ap- 
pointed Government  Agent  at  Nansl- 
mo,  where  he  served  some  years, 
dying  at  the  advanced  age  of  scvcnty- 
slx.    My  mother  died  In  1H63." 

Mr,  Fawcett  waa  a  boy  of  t«sl^^ 
years  when  the  family  located  «tK  V  Ic- 
toria, and  in  that  early  period  of  the 
city's  history  h*  us*d  hU  faeuttlaa  of 
observation  to  wond*rful  advtintage, 
for  he  was  later  able  to  describe 
numberless   Incidents   with  a  wealth 

of  detail  and  literary  styl*  that  made 
them  live  again. 

He  ie(«'i\ed  hlo  education  In  Vlc- 
torln  at  the  (.,'olleglBte  Si  hool  snd  the 

Colonial  School.  He  b'KiM  iiu  budi 
ness  career  In  ihe  uphoisterlng  busi- 
ness, which  he  continued  with  his 
brother  until  IttS.  In  that  year  ho 
entered  the  Dominion  civil  eervtoe,  at 
first  aM  a  clerk  In  the  customs  bouse, 
and  he  waa  promoted  from  time 
to  tline  until  on  reHjement  be  w.is 
assistant  appraiser  In'  chsrge  of  the 
postal  package  d*partm*nt.  H*  com- 
ole-.ed  thirty  years  In  tk*  aastoms 
service. 

Mr.  Fawcett  ser^-ed  as  aergesnt  In 
the  old  Victoria  Rifle  Volunteers, 
which  were  later  merge, i  into  ih* 
Canadian  Mllltia  under  tho  late 
Colonel  Wolfenden.  He  waa  a1»A 
among  the  flrat  to  ^oin  the  volunteer 
nre  brlgad*  gf  th*  city.

Explorations  in 
Ancient  Sparta 

Prof.  Gardner  in  London  TImee 


As  appears  from  the  letter  of  Mr 
George  Macmlllaa,  published  in  The 
Tlmaa,  the  Committee  of  the  BrltUh 
School  at  Athena  propose.  If  the]f  are 
supplied  with  the  neceaaary  funds,  to 
resume  the  excavations  carried  on  at 
Sparta  by  member*  oC  tha  aebool  in 

It  was  a  great  opportunity  when 
the  Oraak  Ooverament  made  over  to 
tha  aehaol  the  right  to  dig  at  Sparta 
There  is  no  name  in  anoieat  hlatory 
mora  stirring  and  there  are  few  aites 
Whlah  offer  a  better  return  in  the  way 
of  hietorlc  Informal  um.  At  Sparta,  no 
doubt,  we  cannot  hope  to  flnl  tonilie 
HO  fllled  with  rich  apoil  tta  ttirit  of 
Tutankh.'»men  or  those  dlacovered  by 
Schllemana  at  Mycenae.  Nor  can  we 
expect  to  Sad  aueh  noble  werka  of 
Greek  art  as  those  which  have  been 
recovered  In  recent  years  at  Athens, 
at  Delphi,  or  by  the  Italians  on  the 
sits  of  ancient  Cyrene.  But  we  may 
be  sure  of  dlsimerlriK  nioiiuinents 
which  will  pnl;irK<'  "in  knowleilKe  of 
.Spartan  hiators  iiii't  iiiiitincrs  .\nil 
when  we  consider  wbnt  8parta  etood 
for  In  the  ancient  world  as  the  Rrrat 
nurse  of  military  discipline,  manly 
virtue,  and  frugal  eelf-saorlSce  In  the 
Interests  of  one's  country,  we  shall 
feel  that  the  opportunity  becomes  a 
prlvlloRe  anil  an  honor 

The  exravntlons  carried  on  In  1906 
and  the  following  years  by  young 
Kngtlsh  archaeologists,  under  the 
leadership  flrst  of  Mr.  Bosanquet  and 
then  ot  Mr.  Dawklns,  have  been  full  of 
instruction.  It  is  unfortunate  that  no 
brtat  or  popular  account  of  them  baa 
been  publlabed.  thouKb  the  annual 
volumes  of  the  .•school  at  Athena  have 
given  full  detnlla  for  aperlallate.  The 
reaearrhea  of  Mr.  Woodward  on  the 
InacrlpUona  found,  of  Mr.  Ouy  Dlcklna 
on  the  sculpture,  and  of  Mr.  Droop  on 
the  pottery  are  models  in  their  way; 
but  sueh  results  yet  need  te  be  put. 
together  In  a  connected  account.  8urh 
an  account  has  been  proIsM,  but  not 

vet  piilitl-.li<''I  .  we  in,i>  now  hopf>  tli:it 
before  long  It  will  appear,  corrected 
and  expanded  by  the  reaults  o(  fresh 
research. 


Bach  of  the  phanea  of  early  8pnrta\i 
hlatory  haa  bequeathed  to  ua  remains, 
nol  In  tlieniseheM  \erv  strlklnR.  hut 
.spraltlng  n  language  which  arcli.n  l.i - 
Bl.al.n  unileratand.  The  earle.st  defile- 
ment, afterwarda  called  Oie  .Mene- 
lalon,  becnuae  the  hero  Meneliiun  wiia 
venerated  there,  waa  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Buretas;  and  there  many  tra<»cs 
were  found  of  the  people  of  the 
Mycenaean  Age.  The  Dorlana  came 
111  Ht  the  heplnnlti^  of  the  Age  of  Iron, 
ami  after  (leatroylnK  the  existing  town 
rebuilt  It  on  the  other  bank  of  the 
river  I'robably  Menelaua  hlmaelf 
w.is  originally  a  hero  of  the  pro-Oreek 
Inhabitants.  That  hIa  ahrlne  was 
conatantly  resorted  to,  and  his  help 
Implored,  in  historic  Sparta  Is  shown 
by  the  vast  multitude  ot  small  flguros. 
In  terra  cotta  and  lead,  which  the  nlte 
held:  In  the  whole  of  the  exc.a\ntlons 
Home  loii.onn  of  these  were  exhumed 

Thfl  Dorians  founded  two  principal 
templea- -that  of  Athena  the  City 
(iuardlan.  commonly  called  Athena  of 
the  Bronae  Shrine,  and  ArUmis^  the 
Upright  (Orthla).  The  earlleet  Dorlnn 
etratum  eoataina  objects  of  amber 
and  broo<  beg  or  fibulae  of  the  type 
found  at  Hillsfadt  cle.ir  proof  tli.it 
the  Spartans  came  iiown  from  the 
north  The  earliest  temple  of  Artemla 
waa  a  ronatructlon  of  wood  and  of 
mud-brlcka,  later  superseded  by  edi- 
nces  of  the  style  which  we  eall 
Dorian,  but  which  la  really  southern 
In  origin.  Then  come  the  foreign  In- 
fluenrea.  The  Phoenicians  found  the 
shelinah  (murex)  from  whl<h  they 
mail.'  their  purple  dye  In  great  abun- 
dance off  the  south  coast  of  Greece, 
made  aettlements  at  Cythera  and 
Uythlum,  and  Introduced  Baatern 
wsrea  Into  Laconla.  In  the  aeventh 
and  sixth  centurtee  theji^  were  super- 
seded by  the  enterprlslhg  sailors  of 
the  Ionian  citlea,  who  brought  in  at 
Sparta,  aa  at  Athens,  the  rudiments 
of  art  and  luxury.  Next  we  a«e  the 
tieglnnhiK"  "f  a  nntl\e  .Spartan  art, 
which  was  not.  how-ver,  destined  to 
develop  To  this  atratdm  belonga 
what  la  perhaps  the  most  attractive 
of  the  objeota  discovered,  an  ivory 
relief  repreaentlng  a  galley,  setting 
out  to  eea,  with  a  wall  of  shieuu 
above  the  bulwarka.  The  captain  and 
a  finely-dreaaed  Indy  are  stepping  on 
board.  In  this  relief  the  excavatora 
•ee  only  a  sen  rover  taking  leave  of 
hla  wife  If  they  had  a  little  more 
Imagination  they  might  have  inter- 
preted it  as  Paris  abduatlng  Helen, 
wc  k««w  that  Menalaua  and  Helen 
were  sat  in  the  ranks  of  the  heroic 
deaS.  According  to  the  poeta  Helen 
waa  reeonciled  to  Menei.ius  aft^r  her 
eacapads,  and  the  two  were  burled 
together  at  Sparta.  r.mihjv.  then, 
we  may  have  In  our  relief  the  scene 
of  the  emh.irkatlon  of  Hafas  9t  Tray 
for  her  native  land.

Within  two  oanturlaa  a(  tha  set- 
tlement ot  the  Dorians  at  Sparta 
founded  a  system  of  pnlHy  and  a 
manner  of  life  which  survived  all 
through  la  a  delusion  I  ntll  the 
triumph  of  the  Fpihtarv  spirit  In  the 
•  Ixth  century  B»  ,  Sparta  followed 
a  tine  of  development  not  unlike  that 
of  the  other  eltlee.  Mr.  Ouy  Dichlns. 
in  an  admirable  paper,  haa  shown 
that  In  the  eighth  and  eeventh  cen 
furies.  SparU  had  poeta  like  Airman 
■  nd  TyrUeus,  and  the  arulptors  like 
Oitladas;  and  waa  fiilly  open  to  the 
civilizing  Influence,  firaf  of  Tyre  and 
then  of  the  great  Ionian  citlea  of 
Asia  Minor  Kariv  Ivories  and  bron- 
ses  found  at  Sparta  ara  aitwalj  llfca 
the  works  of  the  same  claae  found  by 
Dr.  Hogarih  at  Bphesus  It  was  only 
by  degreen  that  the  keen  desire  of 
military  domination  mastered  the 
Spartans — hut  It  did  ao  finally  t<.  aueh

The  inscriptions  and  dedications  of 

the  precinct  of  Artemis  run  through 
the  whole  period  of  the  life  of  Sparta 
The  ln.'<ci  IjitiiiiiK  are  written  In  .1 
•  tranRi'  unniuth  (llnlert,  t  (mt.i  I  i>l  ng 
many  uurds  blllierto  tinknown,  and 
notable  for  the  custom  of  leaving  out 
the  consonants,  in  which  particular 
It  resembles  Lowland  Scotch.  They 
are  uauslly  dedications  by  the  youths 
who  were  victorloua  In  aome  of  the 
contests  patronised  by  the  tioddeaa. 
Affixed  ti>  tbeiii  In  lM'll<n\a  In  the 
stone  are  the  iron  alcklea  which  were 
tha  prizea.  Why  so  curious  a  prize 
as  an  Instrument  for  reaping  should 
havs  taken  the  place  of  the  usual 
wreath  of  the  victor  no  one  haa  yet 
been  able  to  discover.  The  contests 
were  soms  of  them  of  a  Ktrange  kind. 
Muaical  competitions  were  not  un- 
known, nmstly  In  ainging  martial 
songa,  audi  ua  tlinsn  with  which 
Tyrtaeua  encouraged  tha  youth  of 
Uparta;  but  we  know  from  |Mat'> 
that,  in  Greece,  technical  musical  ex- 
cellence t^as  not  highly  appreciated, 
least  of  all  by  the  Spartans,  who  pun- 
ished Terpander  for  corrupting  the 
lyre  by  making  the  primitive  four 
strings  into  an  octave.  .Music  was 
regarded  from  a  purely  ethical  point 

of   view,   aa  a  means   of  forming 

character. 

The  character  which  the  Spariana 
loved  and  produced  was  harsh  and 
atern  almnat  beyond  belief.  The 
gyninHatli'  1  onle.sts  held  in  honor  of 
Artemis  differed  greatly  from  Diose 
in  use  at  Olympla  and  l>elphi  one 
of  them  was  termed  "the  hunt"  Iti 
which  the  competitors  hunted  not 
animals,  but  one  another;  one  was  x 
dashing  between  two  bodies  ot  youths 
in  a  desperate  charge  In  which, 
though  weapons  were  not  ueed,  every 
kind  of  xlnU-nce  wns  loleinted  But 
the  romiietltlon  whtih  was  moat 
widely  Known  waa  that  in  hardihood 
or  endurance  of  pain.  Boys  were 
savagely  whipped  at  the  alter  of  the 
Goddess,  whleh  ran  with  blood;  the  j 
compe;itora  not  rarely  pretarrad 
d<-ath  to  any  confession  of  defeat.  It 
Is  rurioua  that  In  the  times  of  the 
R'^inisn  F.inplre  a  semi -circula  r 
theatre  waa  ronatructed  opposite  the 
altar,  ao  that  spectators  might  en]"v 
the  horrible  spectacle.  It  Is  strange 
that  this  travesty  of  the  stern  old 
dlsclplne  aurvlved  aa  long  M  ancient 
civiligatlon,

site,  ss  Olympla  was  elasrad  by  the

(M-riiinii  excavation  was  suhaidtsed 
l>v  the  HtBie.  wliercis  we  have  to  de- 
pend upon  private  liberality.  Heaides. 
the  modern  town  of  8parla  occuplea 
a  part  of  the  ground,  and  we  can 
acareety,  like  the  Preaeh  at  Delphi, 
remove  the  town  to  another  plaoa,  it 
is  now  propoeed  to  work  oa  the  alta 
nf  the  theatre,  which    haa  acaroatg 

iiltherto  been  touched,  but  which  Is 
likely  to  furnish  not  only  ohj'-^ta  of 
art,  but  information  on  disputed 
points  of  theatre  building.
